A week or - 0 ago we mentioned the 
: unsafe condition of the old grout house 
j on Hennepin avenue, 
between Fir«t 
and Second streets. 
Yesterday after­ 
noon the workmen on the foundation 
walls of the new building adjoining on 
the south became sati-fied that the old 
shell could not stand much longer and 
so left their work. 
This morning the 
south wall fell out about eight o'clock, 
filling the cellar of the adjoining prop­ 
erty with the debris. 
The building, while not among the 
very oldest in the city, has stood for 
nearly half a century and has wit­ 
nessed the growth of Dixon from a few 
hundred to a city of more than 10,000 
inhabitants. 
W e believe it was erect­ 
ed in 1850 or earlier by N. G. H. Mor­ 
rill, contractor arid builder, for Col. 
Silas Noble, at that time Register of 
the government land office. 
The first 
floor was occupied by him and his as- 
-istant and brother-in-law, Mr. Judson. 
for the plats, plans and records of ,the 
land office department of Northern Illi­ 
nois. 
The floor was for a time occupied by 
K. B. Stiles a« a real estate office, who 
subsequently went into 
partnership 
with Hon. J. V. Hustaee in that bus­ 
iness and opened an office in a frame 
building where Loveland & Stiteley’s 
office is now. 
The upper story was 
fitted up for law offices and among 
others occupied by John Stevens, after, 
wards Captian of Co. D, 46th, Ills, 
inf., killed at the battle of Shiloh. 
The walls of the building were of con­ 
crete, called at that time “ grout,” a 
mixture of morter, rubble and large 
stones, and built up in tier.« in boxes, 
about a foot at a tune, each box-full of 
grout being allowed to solidify before 
the boxes were removed and another 
tier built thereon. 
A t 
the time of 
it« erection it was the large«t and 
most pretentious building of the kind 
in 
the 
village. 
A few 
years after 
its erection, trie railroads traversed 
our town, which soon began to grow; 
the land office business was closed up 
arjd the record« removed to W ashing­ 
ton, and the place was sold to Mr. 
Samuel Vann, remodelled for a dwell­ 
ing house and occupied by him for 
many years. 
W ith 
the 
crumbling 
walls another of Dixon's early land­ 
mark- fades from sight.

T e l e g r a p h , as far a- it pertains to 
their interests. Not only has the paper 
editorially decried the fakes tha t in­ 
terfere more or lens with legitimate 
local trade, b ut it has frequently ad­ 
vised its readers to do ail their trading 
with home merchants, and not sent 
money to Chicago or elsewhere for 
things that can b o purchased at home 
of those whose enterprise helps to 
b uild up our city and whose money 
goes toward paying the general tax. 
Not only this, b ut we, have refused 
hundreds of dollar’s every year for of­ 
fered advertisements from foreign con­ 
cern.^ that conflict,, with our b usiness 
men’s interests—reliab le Chicago firms 
that are angling for patronage 
in 
Dixon, just as legitimately as Dixon 
merchants are angling for the patron­ 
age of smaller surrounding towns, to 
the detriment of the merchants in those 
places.

T he Dispatch, referring to this ac­ 
tion on the part of the M erchants’ As­ 
sociation, after expressing its entire 
satisfaction with its own course, hit? 
the nail ou the head in these ob serva­ 
tions: 
“ Right hero is whore the moral 
comes in in the local situation. 
How 
many b usiness men voted for tha t reso­ 
lution who do not advertise in the D s- 
patch or any other local newspaper? If 
they do not aid in the support of the 
local newspapers, have they any moral 
or sentimental right to ask a newspaper 
to refuse advertising and thereb y re­ 
duce its earnings for the sole purpose 
of protecting their interests? The Dis­ 
patch does not regret having r< fused 
such b usiness, and will continue to re­ 
fuse advertisements of ‘fake’ sales of 
all kinds. 
Hut it will not b e out of 
olace to rem ark tha t every man in the 
M erchants’ Association should go on 
record as a patron of the local news­ 
papers, thus placing himself in a pos­ 
ition to ask their support in 
his de­ 
fense and their co-operation will cheer­ 
fully b e granted in stamping out the 
‘(ire ’ ‘b an k rup t’ and other Make sales 
from which he suffers. 
“ The memb ers of the Merchants' 
Association would do well b y passing 
another 
resolution. 
T ha t 
resolution 
should read thus: 


“ W e , the members of t h e Merchants' Assn 
chit Ion of Y nk, do pledg e ou r s e l v e s riot 
to 
adv ertise In sc h em es prom *ted by

After all, it is as much a question of 
dollars and cents with the newspapers 
as it is with the merchants. 
T ra de is 
what the merchant wants: sub scrib ers 
and advertising are what the newspa­ 
per must ha \ e or die. 
The proposition 
that the Lord will provide for the 
weekly pay-roll, advertisements or no 
advertisements, is not likely to b e 
found any more satisfactory for the 
newspaper than it is for the grocer, 
trade or no trade.
